claims 1-8 in applicant ''s prior U.S. patent No. 
4,282,239. 

Although applicants argue in their prior art 
statement that the present claims are limited to 
bicyclic ring systems in which all rings are satu- 
rated , and hence the claims herein do not embrace 
the aromatic system of the patent, it is not seen 
wherein the claims are so limited. Note that the, 
last line of the definition of X in claim 10 
states that the cycloalkyl moiety may be unsatu- 
rated. Note also the structures II and IV on page 
5 of Paper No. 6 (amendment of October 21, 1981). 
It is suggested that the claims herein be limited
